THE MEDIOCRITY RULE. 
Under the seniority rule, worth and ability have nothing 
to do in the selection of chairmen of committees in the United 
States Senate. 
If a congenital idiot happened to be elected to the Senate, 
all he would have to do to become chairman of an important 
committee of a Senate committee, at times. 
Indeed he might 
be just the man for the place. 
But that isn’t the point. 
What we want to make clear is that if a chairman hap­ 
pens to be the best man in the Senate for the job, he doesn’t 
get the job because of his fitness, but because he is next in 
line by seniority of. service. 
There is little chances ofa chance, however, because the 
seniority rule makes it possible for little men to hold big jobs; 
and there are more little men than big men, as a rule, in most 
legislative bodies. 
So neither the Republicans nor the Democrats want to 
change the system. 
No matter what the political complexion 
of the Senate, Republican members from sure Republican 
states and Democratic members from sure Democratic states 
are sure to go to the top if they live long enough— and keep 
up their party regularity. 
The main thing accomplished by throwing La Follette, 
Ladd, Brookhart and Frazier out of the Republican party was 
to enable less able senators to jump over their heads 011 im­ 
portant committees. 
In this case it is accomplished without 
disturbing the sacred seniority rule.

This will not restore the. money the bank depositors lost, but 
it is some satisfaction to know* that Dennis did not escape 
altogether the punishment that was due him for betraying a 
sacred trust.

This is rather different from the message of our 
president which expresses his own views.

generations that the British cling to. 
It is hard for them lo 
get away from the customs of their forefathers, but Ameri­ 
cans think little of breaking away from anything that is not 
applicable to changed conditions.

December 9 marked the twenty-sixth anniversary of the 
signing of the treaty of peace between Spain and the United 
States. 
It marked the passing of. the last vestige of power 
of Spain from the Western Hemisphere and the freedom of 
Cuba. 
The war was one waged for humanity. 
The suffer­ 
ings of the Cubans became to terrible to be permitted to con­ 
tinue and congress was unanimous in declaring war. 
Spain 
had no earthly chance to win such a war but Spanish pride 
and bull headedness forbade the nation accepting the in-; 
evitable and retiring without bloodshed. 
The treaty also 
marked the beginning of the colonial power of the United 
States. This country paid Spain $20,000,000 .for the Philippines 
and relieved Spain of another full fledged revolution that 
cost this nation many millions of dollars and a heavy toll of 
lives to put down. 
The final chapter has not yet been writ­ 
ten and the wisdom of this venture has not yet been demon­ 
strated.
